ARIOUS governmental departments at 
V Ottawa have been. attempting to esti- 

mate the effect of inflation in Canada 
in 1948 as-it affected the consumer,—-The 
sum of their guesses is that while inflation 
“cost the consumers  $1,000,000,000 this 
year,” they received about the same amount 
back again in higher sajaries and wages 
It is conceded, of course, that all did not 
benefit evenly, and that not a few indi- 
viduals just. paid more for their goods and 
services out of incomes unchanged. Taking 
it at its face, however, the cycle of inflation 
took a billion from and added a billion to 
Canadian incomes in the year closing 
without any gain. 

While the figures are open to some objec 
tion, and many other factors are not—in- 
cluded which also bear upon inflation, this 
simplified result ls something that the aver- 
age ftizen will grasp. If the net effect of 
year-long efforts by labor unlons to secure 


wage increases on the one hand, and busi- 
ness to match these markyups on the other 
was without change in the real purchasing 
power of the nation, who profited? Here 
is one phase of the cycle of inflation seen 
very clearly as a circle coming back to the 
point it originated, 

Meanwhile the process by which $5,000 
homes have become $15,000 ones, $100.a 
month jobs turned into $200 a month, and 
commodity prices ballooned at times to fan- 
tastic heights may .have fattened a few 
profiteers, but it has not helped anybody 
else,. The cure rests with-the public itself 
The main buying “pressure” comes from 
the public, If there were no pressure, prices 
would-find-a more reasonable level, and in- 
comes. would be adjusted to-that. The be- 
lief that fatter pay cheques mean more 


money in the bank seems to have been about «

Storm Damage Aggravates Street | pkeep Problem 


OASTAL areas of British Columbia 
- have been visited during the—past 

several weeks by unusually heavy rain- 
fall and severe storms, calling for substan- 
tial expenditures of public money in repairs 
and replacemen The cost of all this 
storm damage is unbudgeted, and is bound 
to aggravate next year's financial prob- 
lems, particularly at lower levels of govern- 
ment. 

In the Greater Victoria area the damage 
has been progressive and is becoming daily 
more apparent in the deterioration’ of 
thoroughfares, In-many parts of thedis- 
trict there is evidence that the older traffic 
routes, not constructed in the first place to 
withstand modern vehicle weights and 
speeds, are going to pieces. Oak Bay Avenue 
Js an outstanding example. There. the 
progress of the break-up has become so 


rapid since the heavy rains began that on 
some sections traffic is reduced to a snail's 
pace 

Even on streets elsewhere that were par- 
tially rebuilt during the past year condi- 
tions are far from satisfactory t is’ ob- 
vious that replacement of street-car tracks 
with strips of new pavement is no better 
than a makeshift Water-filled depres- 
sions show the need-for revision’ of cambess 
and improvement of drainage that in many 
places would amount. to—complete. recon- 
struction 

Street upkeep is one of the most serious 
problems confronting all four municipali- 
ties, and. the city in-particular. The in- 
coming councils should face the unpleasant 
fact that the only lasting remedy lies in a 
long-range program in which heavy capital 
expenditures will be unavoidable

Mr. Vishinsky says further that it 
was President Roosevelt who thought 
up the veto According to James 
Byrnes, who was at Yalta with the 
President, Roosevelt merely suggested 
a voting procedure to appease Soviet 
desires, The Russians had 
that all decisions in the Security 
Council must be by unanimous vote 
on the part of the major powers 

It doesn't matter who suggested the 
veto, as far as that goes. What does 
matter is the use that’s been made of 
this instrument of frustration, Russia 
has cast it nearly thirty times, Need 
much more be said? 

Maybe there would be no United 
Nations if there were no veto. But so 
long as there is a veto be manipu-
